It is claimed by several prominent 


attorneys that the suit will be dismissed 
as soon as it reaches the proper tribunal 
on the ground of statute of limitation. 
Section 4983 of the revised statutes 
reads that cases of libel and slander 
must be brought within one year of the 
time the utterances were made. In this 
case they are said to have been made on 
the :9th day of March 1898, and the 
guit filed on the 5th day of April 1809.
